In this instance, however, 
it is my understanding that the take from the source in 
question is being properly considered and ground into the 
machinery. If this is so, the concrete problem General 
Graham addresses may be a non-problem, though the broader 
issue will remain with us as long as we have first ate 
sources -- and I would rather have the problem than not 

have it.
